Removal from office, he 
contended, did not const it u te a pu n­ 
ishment.

Cran e, held th a t a crim inal case is 
on e to obtain conviction and pu nis h ­ 
m ent for crime. 
Mr. Crane said th a t even

He read th e s ta tu te which 
he said covered the mat ter. 
Th e speaker said the ru le was th a t

gives testim on y releases th a t testi­ 
mon y for any fu tu re case th a t may 
arise. 
T h e distinction in the s ta tu te is 
b etween a witness and a pa rty to a 
su it, h e contended, and 
th a t part 
wh ich says th at testimon y given by 
a witn ess sh all n ot be u sed in any 
crimin al 
proceedings a ga inst 
him, 
d oes not 
ap p ly to a party. 
W h en Mr. Crane finished Senator 
Bailey offered a resolu tion 
calling 
for an execu tive session to i ns i de r 
th e objection of the governor a ft er 
con clu sion 
of a rg u m ents . 
He said 
S en ators cou ld hardly discu ss 
the 
matter with ou t disclosing thei r a t t i ­ 
tu d e. 
“ I don’t mean th a t we shall vote 
in execu tive session,” he added.

Sweden, it was said, is expected to go 
f u r th e r and correct th e 
principle. 
R eadju stm ent of th e conditions b e a r­ 
ing on the situ ation m u st be e xte nd­ 
ed, it was said, u ntil th e allied pow ­ 
ers feel certain th a t m ili ta ry infor­ 
mation ca nnot be sent to th e enemy 
from any neu tr al cou ntr y w here G er­ 
man agents may be ta k ing a dva nta g e 
of the diplomatic privileges of 
the 
Stockholm foreign office. 
Until officially advised, the 
state 
de pa rtm e nt will take no official cog­ 
nizance of S w eden’s explanation and 
it is not improbable th a t even then 
action may be delayed u nti l a con­ 
cert of opinion a m ong the allied gov­ 
e rnm e nts can be obtained. 
Officials of th e depa rtm e nt, 
a l­ 
thou gh not su rprised by the adm is­ 
sion th a t Sweden has been accu stom ­ 
ed to tr a nsm it messages for Germany 
and her agents 
w ith ou t 
k now ing 
their contents, pointed ou t th a t su ch 
action was contr ary to long 
esta b ­ 
lished ru les of international cou rtesy 
and u sage. Diplomats as well as A m ­ 
erican officials were astou nded th a t 
the Stockholm foreign office shou ld 
have held the opinion th a t no int e r ­ 
national im propri ety was being com­ 
mitted and fu rth erm ore, th a t the in­ 
ti mation shou ld be given t h a t a dju s t­ 
ments m ight be 
made 
in 
specific 
cases and not in all.
